way between Ningpo and Foochow. 
The city stands on the south bank of 
the Wenchi river, about 20 miles from 
its mouth; but vessels drawing over 
9 feet cannot ascend more than 
half that distance, so it is likely that 
the foreign Settlement will be fixed at 
a ‘village called Chwang-yunchiao, 
about ten miles from the mouth. 
Wénchow was one of the ports named 
in Sir Rutherford Alcock’s convention, 
but was of course lost for a time, by 
the rejection of that agreement. Its 
value to foreign trade can only 
be tested by experience, but the 
information which we possess regarding 
it shows it to be a place of considerable 
business, Its specialty is likely to be 
tea; and it will probably take away 
something, in this respect, from the 
trade of Foochow. It will tap the 
northern extremity of the Wa-i (or 
Bohea) district, as Foochow does the 
south and centre. Previous to 1861, 
the tea trade of the whole department 
to which it gives its name was centred 
at Wénchow, and this monopoly of 
course made it the head-quarters of trade 
in other respects. But the centralisation 
became a disadvantage when, in 1861, 
the Taepings overran the province 
tending merely to make plundering 
more easy by collecting tho leaf in one 
spot. Tho custom, which appears to 
have had the force of a regulation, 
was therefore relaxed and the trade 
split up among different places on the 
coast. Ibis likely that the opening of 
the port to foreign trade will tend to 
make it again the central mart of the 
district. Besides tho tea, however, 











which is likely to be its specialty, 
Wenchow does large general trade, 
which the advent of steamers will tend 
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greatly todevelop. Its foreign trade ia 
at present: carried on chiefly through 
Ningpo, and we. are without statistics 
as to the amount of foreign imports 
which it derives. It is the outlet of a 
largo-timber trade, which will of course 
remain in native hands. 

‘Tho department of Wénchow com- 
prises five districts, Yo-ching, Yu-huan, 
‘Taishan, Saingan, and Ping-yang, 
miost- of which are’ believed to be rich 
ivvations kinds of produce. ‘The first- 
named exports graim, hemp, cotton, 
oil, vegetable tallow, and a quality of 
tea called’ Anshan, which is prized for 
its rich flavour, Yu-huan is only a 
Inrge island, inhabited by fishermen. 
Sni-ngan, a town on the coast, 27 
miles to-the S.S.B. of. Wénchow-fa, 
is.situated.on a river of the same 
name, which is believed to have a 
Oonsiderable aeptt Of water. The dis 
trict to, which it gives its name is 
egricultaral, Ping-yang, lying forty. 
three miles .to the south of Wénchow, 
is said to be the. most important district 
in the department, The city proper ic 
small, having walls of scarcely more 
than one milo in circuit, but the suburbs 
are large, and the place altogether 
contains @ population nearly equal to 
that.of Wénchow. The chief produc- 
tions are tea and alum; 
qnantities of the former are said to be 
sunually exported to Foochow. A town 


called Hu-chan-tov, on the sea coast, at’ 


Aishort distance from Ping-yan, is said 
to do a good tradé with Canton, Hong- 
kong, and Foochow, in piece goods, 
opium and-other foreign goods. Alum: 
is said to be obtained chiefly from 
@ district in the Sung-yang hills, 
near the. harbour of Pih-kwan, and: 
to, be manufactured to the amount. 
of some five or six thousand tons 
annually, The region itself and the 
process of manufacture are interest- 
ingly described by a foreigner who 
svisited the place in 1855, and. whose 
paper is quoted in the Customs’ Trade 
Reports for 1868, to which we are 
indebted for many of the foregoing 
particulars. Tai-shun, the last of the 
five districts which coraprise the de- 
Psrtment, is» mountainous and thinly 
peopled region on the borders of 
Fobkien, Iron mines have been worked 
there for some four hundred years, and 
the metal is said to bo the best obtained 
in the Empire. 

‘This slight sketch may enable our 
yeaders to form some idea of the re- 
sources of the region which is tapped 
by the new port of Wénchow. Hitherto; 
it. will be seen, the trade so far as 
foreigners are concerned has tended 
chiefly towards Foochow. Doubtless, 


and large | 


the establishment of foreigners will 
tend to centralise it in Wénchow itself. 
Thongh not likely to become an im- 
portant place of foreign trade, the port 
bids fair to be one of considerable 
business; and it is sufficiently distant 
from Shanghai to have a chance of 
retaining its individuality, and avoiding 
the fate which bas befallen Ningpo— 
of sinking into'a mere dependency of 
the greater emporium;

‘The same Gazette contains a memorial 
from the late Hoppo of Canton, professing 
to give the receipts and disbursements of 
the Kwangtung provinee. This is the first 
time tho returns of the native Customs at 
Canton have been published in the Gazette, 
presumably because the post is looked 
upon as a sort of private perquisite, to be 
bestowed on some member of the Imperial 
family ; and the returns now given aro not 
quite consistent with the repute which it 
possesses for enabling the occupant to 
retire with great wealth at the end of his 
term of office, The yield of the opium 
duty stations around Hongkong and Macao 
is set down at Tis. 319,525. 


The Peking Gazette of the 3rd October 
contains a very interesting narrative of 
the advance of the Chinese army under 
Lin Kin-ang and Kin-shun, and of the 
capture of Urumtsi.

We reprint from the Customs Reports 
on Trade for 1868, a description which 
some of our readers may perhaps tiot yot 
have seon, of the new port of Wxxoxow, 
and of the Weuchow river and ite 
approaches. It is curious to learn that, 
in the olden days when piracy was rife on 
the coast, and foreigners were in requost a 
certain of these had.a station 
nd near the entrance, to the 
river, where they soem to. havo. left 
anything but a good reputation behind 
them, The scenery on the river above 
the city sooms to be very picturesque 
Previous to the year 1861, this was the 
only port in tho department from which 
‘Tea was allowed to be exported, but, the 
rule was relaxed during the Rebellion, to 
prevent the teas from falling into the hands 
ofthe'Taepings. Thegreat trade which wand 
to centre there is consequently disporsad 
along the coast, It remains to beseen, how- 
ever, whether opening the port to foreign 
commerce will not tend to recover, it 
A great wood trade is done, estimated, in 
1868 at an annual value of $2,000,000, 
The people are spoken of as well disposed 
to foreigners, and willing to have the port 
opened. The river is not of sufficient depth 
toallow vessels of more than 9 ft. to ascend 
within ten miles of the city, so the village

‘THE OPENING OF YiNNAN. 

Tux Peking Gazette of the 29th Septem. 
ber contains one of the supplementary 
memorials from Li Hung-chang, refer- 
red to in the Edict of the 17th. The 
present one refers to the opening of 
‘Yiinnan, and is interesting both as 
pointing to an important feature in 
the terms of settlement, and as giving 
more precision to the rather obscure 
langunge of the Convention. Of course, 
it could: not be doubted what was the 
intention of the fourth clause; but the 
expression—" The opening of the trade 
may be proposed by the British Gov- 
erment, as it may find best, é&o.” seems 
rather unnecessarily diplomatic. It is 
refreshing, therefore, to find the distinct 
admission in Li’s memorial that it has 
been his duty “in the articles he has 
now agreed to, to concede the question 
ef the Yiinnan frontier trade aa here. 

fore dealt with lu the ovrrcopondenco 
‘on record.” We repeat that we hardly 
needed this admission to assure us that 
the question of the frontier trade was 
conceded; but the explicit admission 
to this effect, in the published document, 
will not be without import to Chinese 
readers, who are as well aware as 
ourselves that the whole of the recent 
difficulty has arisen out of that very 
question. It was the effort to main- 
tain, on the Western frontier, tho 
barriers which bad been broken through 
on the East, that dictated the Yiinnan 
out nd it is a significant lesson 
to the authors of the crime, that it 
should have hastened the very con- 
summation it was intended to retard. 
‘Wo only wish that Li Hung-chang’s 
statement regarding tho release of the 
men employed in the outrage had 
been half as explicit as his pre- 
sent language. The Chinese, as we 
said before, know perfectly well 
what was the origin of the trouble, 
and will not fail to see in the 
opening of Yiinnan a significant 
indication of the pressure which has 
been brought to bear upon their 
Rulers. The association of the con- 
cedsion with the terms of settlement 
for the outrage is distinct, and cannot 
be misconceived. Lf it were possible 
to hope anything of Chinese officials, 
after the experience we have hed of 
their obstinacy and folly, we might 
hope that this lesson, and the farther 
plea to which it has led for the open- 
ing of Thibet, would convince them 
how inevitably their efforts to repel the 
wave of foreign intercourse lead to a 
more powerful recoil and a further 
advance. Each time that they have 
made the attempt, they have been 
obliged to concede in the end far 
more than was originally demanded ; 
and now again, their jealous effort to 
repel a simple exploring expedition 
Tins led to their having to open 
tthe entire province, and to the prac- 
tical establishment of a chain of 
‘tations across the breadth of the 
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country. Just as we have acquired ® 
chain of stations along the sea route 
from England to China, we have now 
established a chain of stations from 
Shanghai to Rangoon, which can hardly 
fail to assist in the opening up of the 
route, and in promoting commercial 
intercourse. The direct results to trade 
from the opening of Yiinnan will 
probably not be great at the outset. 
‘The province is suffering greatly from 
the effects of the civil war, and the 
nature of the country is difficult. Still, 
trade there is across the Burmese 
frontier, despite all drawbacks, and 
despite the oppressive taxation, from 
which we imaginethatsomearrangement 
similar to the transit passes on this 
side will be introduced, to relieve it. 
We may be quite sure, too, that the 
French will not be long in making their 
appeatance on the Southern frontier, 
and requiring the same facilities for 
trade by the channel of the Red River, 
that we are requiring by the land route 
of Bhamo. From being the most 
hermetically sealed province of China, 
Yiinnan will thus soon be effectually 
tapped on its southern as well as its 
western frontier. 





THE RECOGNITION OF LEKIN. 
However much we may regret the 
recognition of lekin, in the Chefoo 
Convention, we cannot but think the 
probable effect of the recognition has 
been greatly exaggerated; and we 
fancy the error lies chiefly in forgetting 
that the admission does not in the 
east affect existing provisions for 
the protection of goods in transit 
to the interior. So far from being 
abrogated, Art. XXVIII of tho Treaty 
of Tientsin is in fall force, and 
foreign goods are still protected en route 
from the port of entry to their destina- 
tion in the interior, as perfectly as the 
transit certificates are able to protect 
them. In fact, the convention formally 
recognises two points, tending to 
strengthen this protection, which have 
gradually come to be more or | 
admitted in practice ; but one of which, 
at least, is still occusionally contested. 
So long as foreign goods are accom- 
panied by a transit pass, “the nationality 
of the person possessing and carry- 
ing them” is now made immaterial ; and 
Chinese owners of goods will, if we 
understand rightly, be permitted to take 
out transit passes. The first point, after 
being contested for a long time, was 
yielded by a despatch of the Tsung-li 
Yaméo, which was circulated by Tséng 
Kwo-fan in 1868, and has since been 
recognised in principle, though often 
disregarded in practice. The second 
point bas come to be recognised in 
some districts and not in others ; 
in some places certificates have been 
granted to Chinese on application ; in 
some they have been refused. It is 
now provided that they shall be granted 
everywhere; and these two provisions 
effect, practically, what has been so long 
contended for—that foreign goods 


















shonld be allowed to pass free to any 
part of the country, irrespective of 
ownership, The quibble which has been 
often raised about the meaning of the 
word “interior,” also, is removed by the 
clear assertion that the provisions re- 
garding transit certificates apply aa 
much to places on the sea coast and 
river shores as to places in the interior 
of the country. 

The right which it has been 
contended should exist, that foreign 
goods should be allowed to pass with- 
out further protection than their 
own entity, is impeded by this 
difficulty :—unlees they are accom- 
panied by a transit certificate, the 
Chinese are fairly able to say they 
don’t know whether the 2} per % com- 
mutation has been paid or not, and 
levy barrier squeezes ad libitum as they 
pass. The certificate, therefore, is 
essential, as a proof that the transit duty 
has been paid; and all facilities that 
can be given for procuring it, and all 
power of protection that can be acquired 
for it, seem now asserted. The ides, 
therefore, of a chain of lekin stations 
being erected round the settlement to 
pounce on goods the moment they pass 
out, is a trifle far-fetched. Foreign im- 
ports aro as thoroughly, and better, 
protected than ever they were, in traneit, 

What the Convention does admit, 
in stipulating that lekin shall not 
be collected on foreign goods in 
the hands of dealers within the 
settlements, is that they are liable to 
lekin when they pass into the hands 
of a dealer on their arrival at their 
destination in the interior. We havo 
aid before, and we repeat, that wo 
think this admission an error; but 
we also think the probable effect 
has been much exaggerated. It is 
while they are in transit, far moro 
than when they are that goods 
are liable to exactions; isolated boats 
are completely at the mercy of every 
barrier they pass; but the power of 
the officials over a whole street of shop 
keepers is infinitely less. ‘To a certain 
extent, exactions will be submitted to 
even there; but when these pass a certain 
limit, tradesmen combine and shut 
their shops, and Mandarins invariably 
in, We have, therefore, strong 
allies in the Chinese traders themselves, 
for there is no reason to suppose that 
they will be more willing to have their 
trade in piece goods strangled, than any 
other branch of their industry. In fact, 
although foreign merchants have always 
protested against Jekin levies on their 
goods, as illegal in any shape or form, 
there has never been any real 
attempt made to follow the goods after 
arrival at their destination; nor can we 
very well seo how such an attempt could 
be ‘snccessfully carried out. Despite, 
indeed, of all our protests, no practical 
check has ever been placed on the 
taxation of goods within the settlement 
itself, much less when they bave arrived 
at Hangchow or Nganking. Whether 
an endeavour will be made to take ad- 
‘vantage of the presentadmission, greatet 
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than has been taken of our previous 
inaction, remains now to be seen ; as 
it remains to be seon whether the 
power of resistance of the Chinese 
traders themselves will‘not materially 
hinder any such abuse, However much, 
therefore, the admission may have 
been mistaken, we repeat that we think 
the danger is exaggerated; and that 
the emphatic assertion and establish- 
ment of the right of free transit—of 
the power of the transit certificate—is 
really the more essential point ; for the 
reason that it is when they are in 
movement, far more than when they 
are at rest, that goods are in danger of 
extortion.

Iw no respect is the vacillating character 
of Chinese government more conspicu- 
ous than in the utter weakness displayed 
in its management of the opium question. 
In this particalar, if it be wise, it may 
be able to establish an initiative from the 
now Convention. Itwouldseem strange, 
were it not that the same thing is 
repented at the other extremity of the 
world, that the high officials of China 
have not yet perceived that opium has 
not yet passed out of the sentimental 
into the practical stage. In this respect 
it is in much the same condition as 
tobacco in England. Tobacco-smoking 
may be injurious or the reverse, bat 
practically its use is so wide-spread 
that it would be unwise to attempt to 
restrict it, and, with the exception of a 
few enthusiasts, we find few who 
seriously think of so doing. But, if not 
injurious, tobacco cannot be said to 

80 beneficial that its use is of practical 
benefit to the nation at large or to indi- 
viduals in particular; and so by common 
consent it has becomeone of the principal 
sources of revenue. Thus, while wine 
and spirits bring in annually some 5 
millions sterling of revenue, tobacco 
pays some 7} millions into the Imperial 
Exchequer. So with opium in China; 
its use has become go universal, that 
a great portion of the population 
would feel inconvenienced by being 
deprived of the means of obtaining it, 
and such being the case, it offers itself 
at once as a commodity which, im- 
possible to exclude, may yet be turned 
to good practical purpose. In England, 
where a strong and settled Government 
is able to make itself felt even in 
matters of detail, it -has become possible 
to forbid the growth of tobacco; but 
it is doubtful whether, if once the 
cultivation of the plant had become 
common, even it, with all its power, 
could have succeeded in repressing it. 
It is only by the most unremitting care 
and attention, that the manufacture of 
illicit spirits can be prevented in Eng- 
land; while in the United States, with 
& nearly equally perfect system, it 
bas been found possible to largely 
defrand the revenues of the State. If, 
with Governments so strong, diffi- 
culties of this nature arise, it is 
Palpable that in China, with a more 














extended territory and a far inferior 
machinery, such @ high-handed measure 
as the repression of the growth of 
opium cannot possibly be enforced. 
‘The measure has often been tried, but 
has invariably broken down from the 
same cause—namely, that it was against 
the interests and inclinations of the 
majority. What, however, cannot be 
stopped, may frequently be regulated. 
We cannot dam back the waters of an 
inundation, but we may lead them into 
harmless channels. So the Chinese 
Government cannot prevent the growth 
of opinm within its territory, but yet 
may direct that growth so as to cause 
the least damage; and may, out of that 
direction, raise a revenue to be devoted 
to useful ends, Such a course would 
at all events be more dignified than the 
present system of denouncing the culti- 
vation as immoral, and at the same 
time taking bribes to wink at its 
existence. 

‘The Government of Great Britain, 
from economic motives, forbids the 
growth of tobacco in the British 
Isles. Doubtless, at first, there were 
complaints about its occupying the 
space which should have been devoted 
to useful crops; but though the fallacy 
of this argument has been long ago ex- 
ploded, the probibition is still kept up, 
because Customs’ duty is more easily 
levied than an excise. Tobacco, again, 
is an article which, as a commodity, 
has few friends. It would be as 
difficult to get up a crusade against 
tobacco daties, as it would against levies 
‘on opium—the principle in both cases 
being that people ought to pay for 
their luxuries. The object then is to 
make it pay, while at the same time 
opening the door to as few irregularities 
as possible. Now, there is nothing 
essentially demoralising in adopting 
measures for this end, while on the 
other hand, much immorality may be 
engendered by avarice or partial inter- 
ference. When duties on tobacco in 
England were higher than they are, and 
the Customs’ service was less efficiently 
administered, smuggling became an 
vocation, to the no small detriment of 
pablic morals. In the same way, in 
China, the irregular manner of levying 
the Zekin on opium led to the springing 
up of a class of men, natives and 
foreigners, whose doings were becoming 
‘a public scandal. So far as the British 
Minister had it in his power, he has 
taken tho best course to remove this 
scandal. Will the Chinese Govern. 
ment on its part be energetic and 
clear-sighted enough to follow in the 
line suggested? We know how inti- 
mately private peculation is mixed up 
with the native fiscal arrangements, 
and we fear that, unless some strong 
pressure is brought to bear, no real 
improvement will take place, As 
the case now stands, the Chinese 
Government will practically be able 
to place its own duties on opium, 
withont the right of interference on 
the part of the British Minister. It 




















will, therefore, have no canso of 





complaint that the Minister is interfering 
with its legitimate dues. But the same 
reason which forbids the British Minister 
to interfere with the rate of duty in the 
first instance, will leave him a right of 
protesting should further levies be 
attempted. It is plain that to adopt 
this course will more or less subject 
his action to misconstruction. Yet, if the 
levy of squeezes, after the payment of 
the enhanced duty, is to be permitted, 
matters will only revert to their present 
position, There will be people whom. 
it will: be impossible to convince that 
the adoption of a determined attitude 
in this matter is not a further attempt 
to force opium on an unwilling people. 
‘The removal of a scandal is doubtless 
‘a matter of great public importance, 
but unluckily the voices of those who 
are pleased at the clearing of the good 
name of the community are not likely 
to be as loud as the cries and groans 
of those who have discovered a senti- 
mental grievance. It is fortunate that; 
when probed to the bottom, it may’ be 
shown to be a matter not of finance 
but of good order ; but it is difficult to 
scotch a sentimental grievance. A real 
wrong may be righted, or at least 
ameliorated, but fictitious ills are of 
all the most difficult to allay, j

THE FRENCH MUNICIPAL COUNCIL, 


To the Bditor of the 
Nonru-Curxa Daruy News. 


Sm,—The disagroement between the 
Members of the Freuch Municipal Coun- 
cil seems to have aroused the venom 
of the Evening Courier, causing it to 
vilify both Consul-Goneral and Coun- 
cil alike. ‘Those gentlemen can doubt- 
less take care of 3 but I think 
the public should be informed of the 
cause of the disputes on the other side of 
the Yang-king-pang, and which I have 
carefully endeavoured to fathom. 

Tt appears that the Council decided to 
levy “Wharfage Dues” on the same 
system as that in force in the neighbourin, 
Sottlements, but charging only one-four 
of their tariff. ‘To this, objection was taken 
by the members now in office, on the 
ground that many of the goods had already 
paid Wharfage Dues to the English Council, 
and to charge them again was an injustice. 
Farther, that ‘“Transhipments” which 
never touched the Concession should be 
exempted. Tho amount rais 
tax was fixed at Tis, 10,000, 
collected over that sum was to 
‘pro rata to the contributors at the end of 
the year.

To the Hditor of the 
Nonru-Cunsa Datty News. 

Dear Sir,—I read in your issue of 
the 20th Oclober, over tho signature of 
Amicus Curr,” an article which termi- 
nates by the following paragraph :

‘8 fow ‘minutes, however, his attention was

We acknowledge with thanks a copy of the 
most interesting and valuable publication we 
have received “for some time—the Peking 
Gazette translations for 1875, reprinted from 
the North-China Daily News. It forms an 
excellent compendium of Chinese official pro- 
ceedings, and the index has been #0 carefully 
compiled that a mere. glance ie all that is 
necessary for the reader to find auything he 
may want. The present volume is particu. 
arly interesting as giving us the various 
Eaicts published in connection with the de- 
‘cease of the lato Emperor, alll of which ai 
quaint in the extreme ; besides which 
have Memoricls and Decrees on Judicial and 

tration : Civil and Military 
irs—including public worship and instruc- 
tion, female piety, superstition, meteorology, 
astronomy, astrology, geomancy, &e. : Exter- 
nal Relations, including various state papers 
on the Yunnan outrage and the troubles in 
the North: Provincial and Colonial matte 
and an Appendix, giving very full particulars 
with reapect to. the Chinese Impertal family, 
a subject with which people ought to be better 
acquainted than they are. Itstrikes us, how- 
over, that, as this very interesting little essay 
pears to have been written some time dur- 
ing the reign of Tung-chih—aboat a year and 
a half ago, in fact—some modifications might 
have been introduced with advantage. For 
instance, it reads rather comically that “ w 
to the present time” (the title-page is dated 
1870) “no isoue has been, vouchsafed to the 
“young sovereign.” At first sight it appears 
cgmcorrrgn At itight tepeens 
that the present baby-Emperor had no chil- 
dren, and it is not until we arrive at the 
foot-note two further on that we are 
informed, though we have been led previously 
to suspect, that the article is of somewhat 
ancient date. This should, we think, cer- 
tainly have been changed. Otherwise we 
have nothing but praise to bestow. The 
volume is very tastelully bound, like its pre- 
decessor, in Imperial yellow, and does much 
credit to the care of its compiler.—Courier.

however, are really of political importance, 
and more have a quaint interest as illustrating 
the working of the Chinese system and the 


tone of thought of the people. Searcely a 
day's Gazelle fails to indicate some curious 
custom, and very often the memorials contain 
as much incident as a sensation of novel. 

A curious light would’ be thrown on the 
history of China, and even of eastern Asia, 
for the last thousand years, if it were possible 
to collect and sketch the principal edicts 
which have found place in the ‘Court 
Announcements,” as the Chinese call the little 
brochure, during that period. It is, we believe, 
not known to what Emperor, or even to what 
dynasty, belongs the eredit of inaugurating the 
publication, in this form, of edicts and memo- 
rials likely to have public interest : but it is 
known that the Gazette was published in the 
‘Tang dynasty, which began to reign in the 
first decade of the seventh century—and it 
may have been in existence centuries earlier. 

‘Phe volume now before us would come, in 
after years, to hold a marked position in 'the 
series. For the first time, during the year 
just ended, the Gazette has ‘deigned to notice 
officially the presence of foreigners in the 
country. As pointed out in the preface, one 
of the ‘conditions exacted by Her Britannic 
Majesty's Minister during the course of the 
negociations which ensued on the murder of 
Mr. Margary in Yanan, was that the leading 
features “of those negociations should be 
published, and that the real position of for. 
eigners in’ the country should be recognised 
more fittingly than had been hitherto done. 
And the appointment of Li Hang-chang as 
‘a Commissioner to investigate the crime 5 his 
first report after his arrival at Ytnnan-foo, 
and certain edicts emphasising the treaty 
Pritileges of foreigners, and placing on 

etter footing the relations of foreign Ministers 
with the Great Departments of State at Pes 
king, will be found in its pages. ‘The whole 
serious of edicts connected with the death of 
the Emperor Tung-che and his Consort, aud 
the appointment of the Empresses Dowager as 
regent, appeared during the year, and well 
deserve both perusal and record as examples 
of Court custom and etiquette, and models of 
the best style of Chinese eloquence. In ‘con- 
nexion with this subject, too, a genealogical 
table of the Imperial ‘family, ‘which was 
published last spring in the’ North-China 
Herald, has been reprinted as an appendix, 
together with an exhaustive commentary 
upon it, explaining the various relationships 
and the rules of adoption and succession 
which are observed by the Imperial clan, 
Altogether, the volume is one of exceptional 

terest, and deserves a place in the library of 

every one who takes an interest in Chinese
